A Mother-Daughter Legacy 


Beginning September 9, 2011, the 
university celebrated 40 Years of Women 
at Lehigh. In the fall of 1971, Lehigh 
implemented the change allowing 169 
female undergraduate students to enroll. 

Mary Ann Wymore was one of 
students accepted into the third class of 
women at Lehigh as a member of the 
incoming class of 1973. Looking back, 
Mary Ann noted several strong 
similarities in the Lehigh culture, such as 
the strong presence of Greek life, the 
Brown & White and Lehigh University 
volunteers. 

Initially, there were very few 
opportunities for women to be included 
around campus as they were so new to 
the atmosphere. She recalled one class 
when she was the only woman in a 
lecture of hundreds of people, and during 
the class there was a dog outside 
scratching at the door. Several minutes 
later when someone opened the door, the 
dog came running right onto her lap. 
“The professor made some comments 
about how the dog of course goes right to 
the person who stands out in the whole 
hall (a female),” said Mary Ann. 

She also recalled the social life 
during her college years, which was 
different mainly because there were a 
number of parties open to the whole 
community. The Residence hall parties 
would be the most exclusive, as opposed 
to how it is now when the fraternity 
parties are generally restricted to the 
sorority that is invited that night. Yet, at 
a school with such immense Greek 
involvement, there were no sororities. 


One of her biggest achievements at 
Lehigh was co-founding a sorority 
chapter, Gamma Phi Beta. 

Mary Ann believes that the three 
sororities that were simultaneously being 
started at Lehigh were chosen 
specifically because they were some of 
the first that were formed in the country 
at Syracuse University. These houses 
were Gamma Phi Beta, Alpha Gamma 
Delta and Alpha Phi. Starting sororities 
provided an opportunity for women to 
network on campus, and enabled these 
first few classes of women to find houses 
that would allow women to have a more 
equal ability to come together like 
fraternities did. “As pioneering women at 
Lehigh, we realized that we could really 
set the stage and make it easier for 
women after us,” said Mary Ann. 

She met her husband while she was 
at Lehigh; he lived on the same floor in 
Richards freshman year. Now that she 
has a daughter, Krissy Wymore, here 
currently in her senior year, Mary Ann 
has been able to recognize some drastic 
differences between life at Lehigh during 
her undergraduate years and the 
atmosphere now: 

“Campus was always beautiful, but 
it’s more stunning now with walking 
paths and landscaping. There is also a 
shuttle available to you students now, 
which was not around during my years. 
We had to walk all over campus, 
including to Saucon Valley! There was 
also no shopping like there is now at the 
Promenade,” said Mary Ann. One of the 
major changes of scenery in South 


Bethlehem is the Steel Mill. “Bethlehem 
Steel was still around, and had a great 
presence in the community, providing 
many opportunities. Now to see it 
developed into a casino is so funny!” said 
Mary Ann. 

She returned to campus to take part 
in the celebration of 40 Years of Women 
at Lehigh. Over the weekend, Mary Ann 
was able to reunite with some of her old 
friends and classmates whom she has 
not seen in the thirty-four years since she 
graduated. Lehigh offered a gridiron 
dinner on Saturday night for the women, 
and Mary Ann was able to get together 
with the other five women who played 
with her on the first powder puff football 
team. She was also a member of the first 
varsity women’s softball team, and 
therefore she attended the exhibition of 
women’s sports that was held at Taylor 
Gym. 

The celebration was a great way to 
recognize the impact that women have 
made on the university since 1971. Mary 
Ann has enjoyed being able to share her 
Lehigh experience with her husband and 
also her only daughter, who will graduate 
in the spring. Both Mary Ann and Krissy 
look forward to returning together in the 
future to celebrate even more years of 
women at Lehigh.

Lee lacocca Visits Lehigh 


Lee Iacocca, ’45 — a man President Alice 
P. Gast described as ”a great son of Lehigh” 
— imparted words of wisdom for a long and 
happy life to an assembly of Lehigh students; 
faculty; staff and alumni; and business, 
community and government leaders from 
around the world on Friday morning, 
September 16, 2011. "Over the years, I think 
I have discovered a few truths,” the 
86-year-old world-renowned business leader 
said. "The secret to living long is enjoying life, 
and part of enjoying life is to give back. And 
believe me, giving back really does make you 
happy. And, I've lived pretty long, by the 
way.’ Iacocca spoke at a breakfast reception 
celebrating his donation of $1 million in 
challenge-grant money toward the new Lee 
Iacocca International Internships program 
being launched by his alma mater, Lehigh. 

In the late 1980s, Iacocca led a four-year 
campaign to raise the funds necessary for 
Lehigh to purchase the mountaintop from 
Bethlehem Steel, which it did in 1991 to the 
tune of $58 million. The dining room features 
glass walls on three sides, which provides a 
breathtaking, panoramic view of the Lehigh 
Valley on a crisp, sunny September morning. 
"It's always good to come back to Lehigh, 
especially on a fall day,” Iacocca said. 

Iacocca had entered the room arm-in-arm 
with Gast, as a crowd of about 250 rose to 
greet him with applause. The audience 
responded on its feet to applaud Iacocca at 
different points during his remarks. Iacocca 
remarked at the size of the crowd and joked 
with Gast, saying she really knew how to 
throw a party. 

Gast said she noted a special buzz in the 
air at Lehigh during the week leading up to 
lacocca’s visit. “A great son of Lehigh is here 
with us today,” she said. “Lee Iacocca has 
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come home.” She thanked Iacocca for his 
continued efforts on behalf of his country and 
his alma mater. “Lee lacocca is once again 
providing an unparalleled opportunity to 
Lehigh students,” Gast said of his financial 
support of the Lee Iacocca International 
Internships program. 

The new program was pilot-tested over 
the last few summers with steadily increasing 
numbers of students going abroad. In 2011, 
nine Lehigh interns worked for companies in 
Belgium, China, India, Italy, Portugal, Turkey 
and Ukraine. 

Two upperclass students, who 
participated in the 2011 Iacocca International 
Internships program, spoke at Friday’s 
breakfast. Megan Dano, ’13, and Michael 
Arak, ’12, are part of the integrated business 
and engineering honors program at Lehigh. 
Both students said before their involvement 
with Global Village and Lee Iacocca 
International Internships program, they had 
very limited international exposure. 

Over the summer, Dano worked for CFC 
Consulting Company in Kiev, Ukraine—a 
place radically different from anything a 
family vacation in Western Europe could 
have prepared her for, she said. She 
described the bleak “Soviet-style” buildings 
and very limited number of people she 
encountered who spoke English, as 
challenges she had to overcome. Dano said 
she credits her coworkers at CFC for helping 
to ease the transition; they made an effort to 
speak only English in the workplace and took 
her to famous sites and cultural events in 
Kiev. Dano said the experience prepared her 
for a future of “travel and work in global 
markets.” 

“Tt was one of, if not the best, experience 
I've had since coming to Lehigh,” she said.“ It

was more valuable than any class I've taken’ 

Arak said he served as a student host for 
the Global Village during the summer 
between his sophomore and junior years and 
made enduring friendships with interns from 
all over the world. He maintained some of 
these relationships throughout the next year 
and half by visiting his Global Village friends 
in Spain, Portugal, Italy, Germany and 
Turkey—‘just a little bit farther than 
Canada,” he said. 

Arak spent his Iacocca internship this 
summer working on supply chain 
management for IKEA in Turkey. He said 
participating in the internship was the best 
decision he made all year. . 

“I gained life experiences that cannot be 
replicated in any other type of program,” 
Arak said. “I grew tremendously over the 
course of six weeks, and I now have clearer 
goals for the future, which definitely include 
more traveling.” 

Both Arak and Dano expressed gratitude 
to Iacocca for his gift to present and future — 
Lehigh students. 

“Every student could learn something 
from this program given the opportunity,” 
Dano said. “It is a life-changing experience.” 
Iacocca left the crowd with an exhortation to 
live a life as committed to helping others as 
his own continues to be. 

“Try to give back; try to help other people 
especially other students,” Iacocca said. 
“Education is key.”

The Lehigh University men’s basketball team upset Duke University 
75-70 on Friday, March 26, and advanced to the third round of the NCAA 
Tournament for the first time in school history. 

“I sit here humbled today by these wonderful student-athletes who have 
invested so much time into their academic pursuits, building character, 
being unified as a team and ultimately fighting through a great deal of 
adversity through an entire season to grow and learn together,” Head 
Coach Brett Reed said. 

Junior guard CJ McCollum led the charge with 30 points, six assists, 
seven rebounds and two steals. “When I get the ball I try to clear my 
mind and read the whole floor, the entire floor,” McCollum said. “But 
usually when I have the ball, I’m trying to make a play for my team.” 

“I want to congratulate Lehigh, their kids played a great game,” said 
Duke Head Coach Mike Krzyzewski. “They had the best player on the 
court tonight in McCollum. He’s been their Player of the Year, and he’s 
really one of the outstanding players in the country. You could see why 
tonight.” 

Junior forward Gabe Knutson finished the game with 17 points and 
shot a perfect five for five from field goal range. Knutson also contributed 
eight rebounds and one block. 

The first half was a seesaw battle with four lead changes and seven 
ties. Despite tight coverage and numerous double teams, McCollum led 
first half scoring with 12 points. 

The Hawks played tight perimeter defense and held Duke’s star guard 
Austin Rivers to a mere four points in the first half. 

The Blue Devils came out strong in the second half, and pulled out by five 
to lead, 37-32. The Hawks came back, taking a 50-49 lead after 
sophomore guard Mackey McKnight drained a critical three pointer. 
Lehigh never lost the lead, and they made 10 clutch free throws in the 
last minute of the game to seal the win. 

Duke forward Mason Plumlee gave the Hawks the most trouble, 
scoring 19 points and grabbing 12 rebounds. But, the Hawks ultimately 
prevailed, showing composure and poise to come out with the victory.

Bidding Moral Courage: Cynthia Cooper, whistleblower in 
WorldCom accounting fraud, visits Lehigh 


One of the main endeavors of the College of Business and 
Economics is to educate students about the importance of business 
ethics in order to create well-rounded, principled members of society 
upon graduation from Lehigh. In the midst of a major recession and 
several company frauds and scandals, this emphasis on ethical 
business practices aims to aid students in their future careers to act — 
with integrity in accordance to their values. To supplement the current 
business ethics course offered, the College of Business and Economics 
also invited Cynthia Cooper, renowned whistleblower in the WorldCom 
accounting fraud, to come speak to students about acting on what is 
right in the face of adversity. The event was an open-forum style talk 
in which Cooper interacted with the audience while retelling her 
harrowing story about discovering and subsequently reporting one of 
the largest frauds in history. The WorldCom case resulted in multiple 
convictions of several upper management employees and spurred on 
the enactment of the Sarbanes-Oxley Act, which introduced harsher 
regulations on public company accounting and financial recording. 


Cooper, who left the company and became a speaker, had an 
inspirational message for students about acting on personal instincts 
and not being afraid to stand up to those ranked above you when you 
feel something is wrong, Having the moral courage to do what is right” 
even when it is more difficult is the foundation of ethics in business | 
and in life. The lesson learned from her story is that every individual — 
in a corporation is responsible for their own actions and one should 
not compromise personal values for anyone. While she was speaking 
about business ethics and corporate responsibility, the insights Coop 
had to offer can be applied to any moral dilemma.

Geraldo Vasconcellos - Finance and Economics 


Professor Vasconcellos was a respected 
professor in the Perella Department of 
Finance with an undergraduate college 
background in technology. Born and raised 
in Brazil, he earned a B.S. in 
Telecommunications in 1971 from the 
Military Academy of Agulhas Negras, after 
which time he spent seven years as a Signal 
Corps officer in the Brazilian Army. For 
three years, he taught at the Military 
Academy and earned a second Bachelor’s 
degree in Economics from the State 
University of Rio de Janeiro. Professor 
Vasconcellos continued his education after 
resigning from active military duty in 1979, 
and pursued an M.S. in Business with a 
concentration in Finance from the Federal 
University of Rio de Janeiro, which he 
eamed in 1981. Later that same year, 
Professor Vasconcellos moved to the United 
States to attend the Ph.D. program at the 
University of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign. 


Todd Watkins - Economics 


Professor Watkins currently holds the 
Arthur F. Searing Professorship, a three-year 
award given out by Lehigh University to one 
faculty member at a time. Having graduated 
from the University of Rochester with a 
Bachelors of Science, Professor Watkins 
went on to earn his Master of Public Policy 
and Ph.D. from Harvard University. He is 
also the Executive Director of the Dexter F. 
Baker Institute for Entrepreneurship, 
Creativity and Innovation and the Director of 
Lehigh’s Microfinance Program. Professor 
Watkins is highly involved in the Lehigh 
community due to his role in co-founding 
Lehigh’s Community Research and Policy 
Service (Lehigh Corps) and Integrated 
Product Development Program. He has won 
multiple teaching awards including Lehigh’s 
MBA teaching award and Outstanding 
Instructor, for which he is a four-time 
winner.

His passion for finance and economics is 
reflected in his extensive education and 
teaching career. At Lehigh, he won several 
teaching and research awards. More 
recently in 2006, Professor Vasconcellos was 
awarded the Deming Lewis Award, which is 
given to, “a person who was a faculty 
member while the ten-year reunion class 
was in school and who is judged by the 
ten-year reunion class to have most 
significantly influenced their members’ 
educational experience.” Professor 
Vasconcellos was highly admired for the 
energy he brought with him, both in and out 
of the classroom. He was an enthusiastic 
teacher who loved the subject he taught as 
much as his interactions with his students. 
Known for his Brazilian pride and service to 
the University, Vasconcellos will be missed 
by the entire Lehigh community. He is 
survived by his wife, two children, and 
grandson. 


Professor Watkins’ work is highly 
distinguished and varied. His writing has 
been featured in publications such as 
Science, Research Policy, Technology 
Review, and Industrial Relations, among 
other journals and books. His interest and 
passion for Microfinance can be seen in his 
writing, activities, and organizations that he 
is a part of. In addition to teaching courses 
in the Department of Economics, Professor 
Watkins also works as a research consultall 
to the U.S. Department of Commerce's NIST 
Advanced Technology Program, the U.S. 
Congressional Office of Technology 
Assessment, and is a member of The 
National Academies’ Committee on 
Innovation Models for Aerospace 
Technologies, and advises NASA. His 
expertise and involvement are a great 
contribution to the University and his 
programs seek to promote innovation in the 
fields of technology and Microfinance 
worldwide.

Change in the Freshmen 
Engineering Curriculum 


Incoming freshmen engineers starting in the Fall 2011 Semester 
experienced a brand new experimental curriculum. Rather than 
enrolling in ENGR 1 and ENGR 5, the introductory courses offered in 
previous years, freshmen found two new numbers on their schedule: 
ENGR 97 and ENGR 98. These experimental courses correspond to 
Applied Engineering Computer Methods and Introduction to 
Engineering Practice, respectively, each two credit courses. These 
new courses have a similar foundation as their previous counterparts; 
but changes in the number of credits and class time, in addition to 
the changed curriculum, seeks to “make beginning computer 
programming more exciting and relevant to students” as well as 
“provide room for an elective in the first year,” says Dean Gregory 
Tonkay. The change in number follows Lehigh’s standards for any 
provisional course (ending in 95, 96, 97, or 98), and both will likely be 
renumbered if found to be successful. ENGR 98 is very similar to 
ENGR 5, and it will likely be renumbered to the original course 
number. On the other hand, ENGR 97 has vast differences from 
ENGR 1 will likely earn it a new number in the course catalog. The 
ENGR 97 curriculum involves the use of MatLab, a useful 
programming environment for engineers, and Arduino, a 
programmable circuit board which bridges the gap between 
theoretical code and physical feedback. This is in contrast to the 
ENGR 1 course, which focused on the utilization of the C++ 
programming language. Tonkay explains, “our hope is that students 
will be more excited about this approach to programming” as 
opposed to ENGR 1 which focuses on “numerical methods and more 
theoretical engineering problems to learn how to program.” Overall, 
the newly structured freshman engineering courses are expected to 
hook Engineering students with a simplified but dynamic curriculum.

McHugh, and William Luyben were each 
honored by professional engineering 
societies for their contributions in their 
respective fields. Professor Kothare, a 
chemical engineer, was honored by the 
Institute of Electrical and Electronics 
Engineers (IEEE) as a new Fellow in 2012; a 
very prestigious honor, for “contributions to 
multivariable constrained control systems 
and model predictive control.” Kothare’s 
honor is especially great as he is one of two 
new Fellows who are chemical engineers in 
a society made up of mostly non-chemical 
engineers, reflecting his wide 
multidisciplinary contributions. Professors 
McHugh and Luyben were both honored by 
the American Institute of Chemical 
Engineers (AIChE) for their contributions.

In his second year as starting quarterback, Captain Chris Lum 
once again led the Mountain Hawks to a successful and 
hard-fought season. 

Lum was recently named a finalist for the Walter Payton Award, 
given to the division’s most outstanding offensive player, making 
him the first Lehigh player to be nominated in its twenty-five-year 
history. Lum will be the third Patriot League player to earn the 
award. He was also named Patriot League Offensive Player of the 
Year and earned First Team All-Patriot League honors for the 
second consecutive year. 

Additionally, Lum has surpassed or challenged every 
significant Lehigh single-season passing mark. In eleven games 
this season, Lum completed sixty-seven percent of his passes for 
3,739 yards and thirty-one touchdowns. He has set school records 
for yards and completions (297), a record set by Glenn Kempa in 
1991, and continued on to tie Kempa’s single-season touchdown 
mark.

Lehigh men’s soccer team completed another successful season 
of soccer this fall, with an overall record of 8-4-6, a 4-4-2 record 
in the patriot league, and an appearance in the Patriot League 
semifinals, the team’s third straight and tenth appearance in the 
last twelve seasons.

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Men’s Basketball 


It was a season of history for members of the men’s basketball 
team, who found themselves in the national spotlight as the 
campus rallied around their success. After an appearance as a 
16-seed in the 2010 NCAA March Madness tournament, the 
Mountain Hawks were poised to do more than simply repeat 
history. Opening the season with two tough losses to St. John’s 
and Iowa State, the team bounced back and won 26 of their next 
31 games, finishing the season with a record of 27 wins and 8 
losses. 


“This year, we have won more games in our non-conference 
schedule than any other team at Lehigh,” said head coach, Brett 
Reed. He goes on to attribute the successes to the diligence of 
his team, commenting, “Our team has worked extremely hard 
and has been committed to working together towards the 
accomplishment of our team goals.” 


Accomplishing those goals is exactly what happened. After 
overtaking Bucknell in the Patriot League Championship with a 
score of 82-77, Lehigh was headed to the March Madness 
tournament for a game that would be called “the biggest upset in 
NCAA history.” 


The odds did not favor the number 15-seeded Mountain Hawks 
as they walked on the court against four time national 
champions and 2-seeded Duke, led by Hall of Fame coach Mike 
Krzyzewski. Only five times in March Madness history has a 
15-seed outscored a 2-seed, but the Mountain Hawks proved to 
defy the odds. In their first ever March Madness victory, Lehigh 
out-fought Duke 75-70. 


Lehigh’s win gained national attention, with “Lehigh” becoming 
the most searched item on Google. Lehigh also became a 
trending topic on twitter. 


The Mountain Hawks could not keep the winning streak alive 
and they fell to 10-seeded Xavier 70-58. Coach Reed was 
disappointed in the outcome of the final game, but remembered 
the team’s successes, “We would have loved to have an 
opportunity to finish out this game, however | think there are a 
lot of positives we have to draw from this experience.” He 
claims that, “[the Xavier game] does not take away some of the 
memories that I believe our team will have, these young men 
will have, moving forward as byproduct of their experience 
together.” 


The Mountain Hawks made history this season. Lehigh students, 
fans and alumni will be forever proud to say, “We beat Duke.” 
Coach Reed is now looking to use their momentum to gear up 
for another exciting March Madness appearance in 2013.

The Lehigh wrestling team leaves this season with a 12-5 overall 
record and an Eastern Intercollegiate Wrestling Association 
league record of 6-1. An impressive nine wrestlers qualified for 
the NCAA Nationals Tournament led by team leaders junior 
Robert Hamlin (31-3) and senior Zach Rey (26-3). As a 
traditionally successful team, the Mountain Hawks were nothing 
short of remarkable this season, finishing eighth at the NCAA 
Nationals and placing second at the EIWA Championships.

The men’s tennis team had a season to remember with an 
overall winning record of 13-8, including a six match winning 
streak early in the season. The introduction of three freshmen 
contributed significantly to the team’s success, as well as the 
experience of Coach Shook, who entered his twenty-third season 
as head coach here at Lehigh. 


After entering the season with a non-league loss at Penn State, 
the team came together and won six consecutive home matches, 
including a hard-fought 4-3 victory over Delaware. The streak 
was broken by a forceful Stony Brook University team, but the 
Mountain Hawks continued to achieve victories all the way into 
Patriot League competition. Following a decisive 6-1 win over 
Colgate, the Mountain Hawks defeated Army Black Knights for 
the first time in 20 years. 


The players used their momentum to conquer Bucknell 5-2 and 
Lafayette 4-3. Their dominance throughout the season earned 
the team a number two seed in the Patriot League tournament. 
Traveling to Annapolis, Lehigh defeated Holy Cross 7-0 during 
the first round then looked to face Army in the semifinals. 
Unfortunately, the team could not recreate the victory they 
experienced earlier in the season and Army prevented the 
Mountain Hawks from making an appearance in the finals for 
the second year in a row. Coach Shook had only good things to 
say regarding the last match of the season, “They played really 
well and we played like the young team we are.

Kappa Kappa Psi is a National 
Honorary Band Fraternity focusing 
on service to the college band 
program. In February, we hosted the 
Central Precinct Meeting for the 
Northeast District of Kappa Kappa 
Psi and Tau Beta Sigma, our sister 
sorority. We welcomed over 200 
visitors to campus for a day of 
workshops and bonding with other 
chapters. In March, brothers from 
our chapter traveled to Maryland for 
the Northeast District Convention, a 
two-day event with over 500 Brothers 
and Sisters from 69 chapters in 13 
states. Our service projects at Lehigh 
include helping the Marching 97 
prepare for Alumni Weekend and 
Lehigh-Laf, sorting ensemble music 
after concerts, and helping the music 
department. Community projects 
include giving after-school music 
lessons at Broughal Middle School 
and volunteering at USSBA high 
school band competitions. 
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LU’s Finest have worked hard this 
year to expand the organization’s 
mission which is to bring the art of 
stepping to the Lehigh community. 
We released a step video to show 
our spirit for the Lehigh-Lafayette 
football game that reached almost 
2000 views. In the spring semester, 
we organized the first ever Change 
the Beat Step Competition by 
bringing different step teams from 
the area to showcase their talent. To 
further create bonds with the Lehigh 
community, we initiated an after 
school program with Broughal 
Middle School to kick-start their own 
step team. Not forgetting what we 
have always been known on campus 
for, we support other organizations’ 
events by performing at 
Latinopalooza, Fusion, Dancefest 
and Spectacular Spectacular. 





With it’s unique spirit called 
“psyche,” the Marching 97 provides 
entertainment for all home football 
games and sends a delegation of 
members to away games. The 
entirely student run band impresses 
football fans from the field and the 
stands with a mixture of musical and 
marching talent. When not at games, 
the band plays an active role in 
keeping school spirit and traditions 
alive. These traditions include the 
Eco-Flame, in which the band plays 
fight songs during classes the 
morning of Lehigh-Lafayette 
beginning with Eco 1, which the 
band executes with its usual 
enthusiasm and energy. This has 
been a year of achievements for the 
band, which reached 97 members for 
the first time in over thirty years. 
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The LU Melismatics are Lehigh’s 
oldest co-ed a cappella singing 
group, founded in 2001. Every year, 
the Melismatics host a fall and 
spring concert, as well as host the 
Annual Lehigh A Cappella 
Invitational with other a cappella 
groups on campus. Mels also 
performs at various school functions, 
competes in the International 
Competition for Collegiate A 
Cappella, and performs as a guest 
group at other colleges. We have 
placed at the ICCA competition 
multiple times and have won special 
awards including Best Arrangement, 
Best Soloist, and Best Choreography. 
In 2010, country band Gloriana 
asked the Melismatics to make a 
promotional video for the band’s 
Academy of Country Music Awards 
Top New Artist nomination, and the 
video circulated on the band’s official 
websites. 





There is never a dull moment with 
the Philharmonic Orchestra, and this 
past season proved to be no 
exception. The talented group 
performed a wide variety of works 
by composers such as Beethoven, 
Dvorak, Hindemith, Tchaikovsky, and 
Wagner. Huge crowds flocked to see 
the family-friendly December concert 
featuring the Nutcracker Suite and a 
work based on the fairytale The 
Emperor and the Nightingale. In 
January, the Orchestra made a trip 
to Philadelphia to see the 
Philadelphia Museum of Art, along 
with a performance by the 
prestigious Philadelphia Orchestra. 
The following month, student soloists 
exhibited their talents in the 
Concerto Marathon. Whether led by 
Professor Eugene Albulescu or Dr. 
Paul Salerni, a synergy circulated 
amongst the group. The Orchestra 
adjusted successfully to an influx of 
new members and achieved its 
ultimate goal: bringing music to life. 
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The Mustard and Cheese Drama 
Society is a club focusing on 
promoting Theatre at and around 
Lehigh University’s Campus. We 
have been a club since 1884. We 
work with the Theatre Department 
to produce up to four Student 
Directed Shows a year in the Black 
Box Theatre. This year we produced 
The Listener by Liz Dufty Adams 
directed by Andrew Chupa (’13); 
Knowing Cairo by Andrea 
Stolowitz directed by Brittany 
Johnson (’13); and finally a showcase 
of one act plays by Tennessee 
Williams directed by the students of 
THTR 144. We also bring in experts 
in various fields of theatre, this year 
we did workshops in: New Play 
Production, Stage Combat, and 
Improvisational Acting. In addition, 
we sponsored trips to plays in 
Philadelphia and New York. 
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The Music Box was formed in 
January of spring semester 2011 as 
a free student led organization that 
specializes in providing live music 
entertainment here at Lehigh 
University. Our mission is to 
cultivate and create an accessible 
network of musical talent, to provide 
a place for these artists to play and 
practice, and to further enhance our 
university's music culture. We host

The Lehigh University Chapter of 
Colleges Against Cancer was 
incredibly active this year. In 
October, we won the first ever Rival 
U Challenge through the American 
Cancer Society. In November, we 
executed the Great American Smoke 
Out, a national effort to convince 
people to make healthy lifestyle 
choices and quit smoking. 
December marked the first ever 
Purple Week in the Asa Packer 
Dining Hall to engage faculty and 
staff in fundraising efforts for the 
Lehigh University Relay for Life. As 
a reward for winning the Rival U 
Challenge, Lehigh will receive the 
‘Pimp My Relay’ prize package from 
the ACS to increase the ‘wow factor’ 
of our event. Four weeks out from 
our event, we have already 
registered 600+ participants, 56 
teams, and over $47,000 to donate to 
the American Cancer Society. 








LU Eco-Reps was founded by Green 
Action in Spring 2010 with funds 
from the Green Fund which is part 
of LEAG (The Lehigh Environmental 
Advisory Group). The program 
started with 12 students in Fall 2010 
and in Fall 2011 because of a course 
in the Environmental Studies 
department advised by Professor Al 
Wurth. Residential Services is now 
funding the groups efforts. 42 
Students are involved in the program 
which focuses on raising awareness 
about environmental issues and 
changing student behavior in the 
residential halls and Greek houses. 
We put on events such as "Do it in 
the Dark” Lehigh’s annual energy 
competition, as well as making 
recycle bins and other fun activities. 
We also conduct waste audits to 
determine what students are 
throwing out and energy audits to 
see how we can save on energy 
costs. 
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Green Action is Lehigh’s main 
environmental activism group on 
campus. We aim to educate students, 
faculty, staff, and community 
members about environmental issues 
around campus, Bethlehem, the 
country, and the world. We also 
work to make Lehigh and Bethlehem 
a more sustainable community 
through activism efforts such as 
community clean ups, volunteer 
work, and lobbying administrative 
officials. Despite all of our hard work 
we still find time to enjoy the world 
we work so hard to protect on fun 
outings such as apple picking, hiking 
trips, and attending environmental 
conferences. 
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For over 20 years Lehigh University 
Emergency Medical Services 
(LUEMS) has been servicing the 
students, faculty, and staff of the 
Lehigh University Community. 
LUEMS is a Pennsylvania 
Department of Health certified EMS 
organization and is run and staffed 
almost exclusively by student 
volunteers of Lehigh University. We 
are in service 24/7 during the 
semester and the goal of all of our 
EMTs is to provide quality 
Emergency Care to those in need on 
Lehigh’s campus, free of charge. 
LUEMS also supplies Standby 
Crews for many of the University’s 
club sports as well as for some other 
University events. This year LUEMS 
welcomes a new response vehicle to 
our family, thanks to the dedication 
of many of our volunteers over the 
past few years along with donations 
from Alumni and other supporters. 
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The purpose and aim of The Lehigh 
Patriot shall be to serve as a vehicle 
for the political and social writings 
and opinions of Lehigh University, to 
foster debate and discussion, and to 
work against political apathy. The 
Patriot continues its tradition of 
holding Lehigh’s administration 
accountable to the students they 
serve, in hopes that students become 
more cognizant of how their tuition 
is being spent.

Gift Committee 






This past year, the Senior Class Gift 
Campaign aimed to focus on everything that 
Lehigh has provided the Class of 2012 in the 
past four years. With that in mind, co-chairs 
Jena Viviano and Marshall Zhang wanted to 
unify the senior class to give back to Lehigh 
as a way to show their appreciation and to 
“pay it forward” for Lehigh’s future 
generations. The goal was simple: to have at 
least 700 seniors make a gift of any amount to 
something that was meaningful to them — 
financial aid and scholarships, an athletic 
team, a Greek organization, a club, an 
academic department, or the arts.

Facilities/Transportation. Besides 
these projects we also serve as 
the main governing body for 
clubs on campus and continue to 
fund and approve new clubs on 
campus.
